SEIZE STILLS AND 
WHISKY SUPPLIES 


Believe Source of Hagerstown 
Liquor Has Been Found. 
Two Men Arrested. 
The Clearance of Dress Silks 
Is One of the Rare Events 
of This January Occasion 


In a series of spectacular raids in 
Hagerstown, Maryland, Tuesday, Pro­ 
hibition agents arrested four men and 
seized four complete stills, 156 gal­ 
lons of whisky and a large quantity 
of goods used in the manufacture of 
whisky. 
The raid of the Peek-a-boo 
club 
house, about four miles below Wil­ 
liamsport, netted the greatest amount 
of liquor. 
The officers went 
to the 
place, which is situated in a 
woods, 
j about 2 o’clock 
Tuesday afternoon 
and stopped their 
machine in a lane 
adjoining the woods. 
Their approach had been observed 
by people living nearby, who rushed 
immediately to the clubhouse to noti­ 
fy the inmates, who fled from the 
building, closely followed by the of­ 
ficers. 
The men boarded a boat and 
made their way out into the river. 
Standing on the bank of the river 
the officers 
with drawn 
revolvers 
froeed them to come ashore. 
Before 
landing the men consumed the 
re— 
j mainder of a quart of whisky, 
the 
j only thing they had taken in their 
flight. 
The men gave their names 
as Charles Mallow and Elli Orcutt. 
The officers then made their way 
to the house, where they seized two 
15 gallon capacity stills, one 5 gal- 
* Ion still, ten gallon still, 108 gallons 
j of corn whisky mash and 8 gallons of 
whisky, in addition to large quan­ 
tities of corn rye yeast, copper coil, 
and two rifles. 
Both men were drunk at the timh 
and are said to have admitted mak- 
I ing the whisky, claiming that they1 
wanted it for their own use. 
In their 
arrest the prohibition officers believe 
they have located the source of rnW’h 
of the corn 
whisky which has heed 
coming to Hagerstown.
